Dixon, 82, author of “The Clans |

Nation,” was based, died at his 
home here today after a long 
period of ill-héalth. 

He had a versatile career as & 
preacher, lyceum lecturer, law- 
yer, legislator and author. 


But he preferred to write. His | 


books sold more than 5,000,000.

| more than $10,000,000 in movie 


theatres. 

Dixon wrote 20 novels, nine 
plays and six moving pictures. 
His share..of e___ profits 
amounted to $1,250,000. 

But lean years were to follow 
when most of his fortune was 
wiped away in the collapse of a 
real estate venture he promoted 
in the mountainous region of 
western North Carolina. A pro- 
jected--cultural community, 
known” as “Wildacres,” “which 
boomed in 1925, failed a few 
years later.
